A BRIEF HISTORY 


OF 


SCARBOROUGH 


HE town of Scarborough, originally called Black 



Point, was founded in 1630. and formed a part of the 


> Gorges Palatinate which was intended by James I to 
promote aristocracy, the divine right of kings, and the 
union of church and state. Scarborough was settled by 
descendants of royalty, staunch defenders of the feudal 
system, even to the possession of slaves, some of whose 
names appear on the first cliureh rolls of the Congregation- 
alist society at Black I^oint. This accounts for the fre¬ 
quent citations of this and other towns by the Puritan 
colony of ^Massachusetts for failure to interest themselves 
in popular education and supervision of private morals, 
ideals both dear to the Puritan democracy. 

Ours is a romantic liistory. The Lady Frances, daughter 
of the Earl of Warwick, eloped with a handsome com¬ 
moner. Captain Thomas Caniinock, and became the mother 
of the Thomas Cammook, to whom the original grant of 
the Neck was made. After the death of this Thomas Cam- 
mock, liis widow married his dearest friend, Henry 
•rocclyn. Later the grant was transferred to Joshua Scot- 
tow, Ihen upon his death, it was sold to Timothy Front 
and Alexander Kirkwood. In 1S30 through various set¬ 
tlements, the whole of Front's Neck came into the pos¬ 
session of Thomas Libby, who sold at will parcels of his 
huge estate. IMeanwhilc other settlements had sprung up 
at Dunstaii and nearby points which were all incorporated 
into the town of Scarborough. This is but a skeleton sketch 
of the territorial phase of our town. 

Duo to the interest of our educators, the coming gen¬ 
erations have not been allowed to forget that Scarborough 
has a precious heritage of history and legend. Hardly a 
school-child who could not tell you of the bloody Indian 
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battles led by ^Fogg Heigon; or of Sqiianclo, the friendly 
chief whose only child was drowned by crednlons whites 
in trying to prove the belief that Indian papooses swam 
from birth; or of Captains Pine and Ilunnewell whose 
cool daring struck terror into the savages. All tales as 
thrilling as any from the pen of Cooper. There is hardly 
a name or spot in our town which to a thoughtful person is 
not alive with memories of a time wlien this tiny seacoast 
village loomed large in the councils of kings, and when 
its hr-clad hills furnished stately masts that bore sturdy 
craft upon the seven seas. 

But all was not war and tnrmoil. The letters of Eliza 
Southgate written in the late eighteenth century have 
left us a delightful picture of the home and social life 
of the day. Imagination can conjure up the ruddy hearth 
fires, the generous baiiquets, and the lively parties of a 
long-gone day when life had perhaps more of toil, but 
certainly more of color and warmth. 

Scarborough was auiiihilated by the Indians in 1690 
and no attempt was made to resettle it until 1702. The 
former dreams of feudal estates now gave way in time to 
the more prosaic occupations of fisliing and farming and 
as the neighboring port of Portland grew, it overshadowed 
its less fortunately located sister towns. As early as 1850 
the toAvn began to attract summer visitors; partly be¬ 
cause of its scenery, a cliarining combijialion of purpling 
salt-marshes and rocky headlaiKls, and partly because of 
the delicious sea food. Winslow Homer and Wallace Nut¬ 
ting fonnd the lure of the scenery irrc.sistihlc, and many 
otliers of social or intellectual prominence yearly return 
to our resorts. 

Scarborough furnished the state of ^Fainc witli its first 
governor, William King, and the nation with an eminent 
statesman. Rufus King, Otliers of perliaps loss note, but 
with as true a spirit of service liave lent themselves to 
tlie cause of good town government. Every war in which 
onr country has engaged has found Scarborough men in 
the fi-ont line of duty. 
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Educatioually, Scarborough has kept abreast of the 
times to a large extent, especially when the citizens with 
true foresight, crowned their public school system with a 
fine high school, which has served both as a model and 
incentive to other towns, and has induced worth-while 
people to make their home among us. 

On various occasions talk has been heard as to the feas¬ 
ibility of combining Scarborough and other near-by towns 
into a greater Portland, but such ideas are distasteful to 
those who know and cherish the old and honorable tradi¬ 
tions of the town and who wish to preserve its individ¬ 
uality intact. 

The above brief accoxent of Scarborough is based partly on

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SCARBOROUGH'S 
LARGEST INDUSTRY 


A century ago, three Cape Cod fishermen discovered 
the famous Scarborough river clams. The discovery was 
made by Captain Snow, Captain Baker, and Captain 
Leavitt, 

Early spring found three Cape Cod vessels in the mouth 
of the Scarborough river. Their purpose at this time was 
to obtain salt bait which was salted clam meats. Their 
cargo required approximately twelve thousand barrels of 
shell clams or two thousand barrels of clam meats. The 
vessels would renmin in Scaihorough river for two months 
and many of the natives obtained employment from them, 

■May first (he vessels prepared for their return trip to 
Cape Cod. f^omc of tlie bait was sold to the various fish¬ 
ing vessels and the balance retained. From Cape Cod the 
fishing vessels left for the Grand Banks where they would 
remain for six mouths returning with a cargo of salt cod 
fish prepared on the vessels. 

Captain Snow, Captain Baker and Captain Leavitt were 
veritably three wise men. Tlieir keen minds soon realized 
that the town of Scarborough had great possibilities. They 
purchased three tracts of land on Blue Point Hill and 
built homes. Later their families were brought from Cape 
Cod to Pino Point, -Maine. 

At tins early dale clams were not regarded as a seafood 
by the majority of New England people. Through their 
elforts clams wore introduced into the various New Eng¬ 
land markets and in a comparative!}" short time the siic- 
cnlont bivalves were being consumed in great quantities. 

The development of the clam business has been difficult 
and confronted with many obstacles. The inhabitants have 
Avorked diligently and have had their feasts and famines. 
IMany times the clam.s liave become depleted. This has not 
been caused wliolly by the men digging them from the 
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beds because the sea ^ulls, crabs and eels have proved to 
be the clams worst enemies. The spawn and seed have 
been devoured by them before they get a chance to be¬ 
come imbedded in the sand. 

The town of Scarborough has at various times assisted 
in the work of transplanting clams. ^loney lias been 
raised to pay men to dig clams from beds where there is 
an abundance of seed and transplant it on the barren beds. 

Mother Nature has helped to preserve the Scarborough 
clams. Severe winter weather will form ice over the clam 
beds. The ice kills the crabs and starvation causes the 
death of a great many gulls. The State of Maine has re¬ 
cently enacted a law which prohibits the taking of clams 
less than two inches in length. This law helps considerably 
in the propagation and preservation of them. 

The town of Scarborough is proud of it s famous shore 
dinner houses and fried clam stands. Thousands of peo¬ 
ple annually enjoy these delicious clams which are .served 
steamed, fried and in cakes. Scarborough's choice seafoods 
served with the famous Pine Point lobsters have become 
known in all parts of the world. 

The F. H. Snow Canning Co., Inc. is the only clam fac¬ 
tory located in Scarborough. A wholesale clam business is 
conducted here and several thousand barrels of clam.s are 
shipped annually. This company also operates a cannery 
where approximately fifteen thousand gallons of clam 
meats are packed aimualh'. The clams are used in clam 
chowder, clam cakes, pickled clams and clam cocktail. 
The major part of the clams used in packing are in the 
clam chowder. Snow’s Clam Chowder is the only clam 
chowder packed in Pine Point, Blaine. 

The town of Scarborough cordially extends an invita¬ 
tion to all who have not enjoyed onr delicious seafoods 
to come to Scarborough and dine at one of our famous 
hotels or shore dinner houses.

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REPORT OP HEALTH OFFICER 

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

In assuming this office left vacant by the death of the 
late Dr. B. P. AVentAvorth. I have made every effort to 
continue the woi-k of the office as it lias been carried on 
in llie past and to meet the new problems due to the ever 
changing conditions as rapidly as they appear. 

'Phe town was fortunate in having Dr, HoAvard M. 
Sapiro locate liere early last spring and his council and 
advice has been a A^alunble aid in conducting this office. 

During tlie spring nearly tAventy cases of measles Avere 
reported before a modified quarantine on cases reported 
was able to check the spreading of the disease. 

During tlie recent Avavc of scarlet feA^er closing the 
schools and other public places Avas very effective in keep¬ 
ing the number of cases to a Ioav figure, under the condi¬ 
tions. 

In both cases the public Avas impressed in the value of 
rigid quarantine in case rapid spread of any disease. 

I Avish to call the attention to the residents of the recent 
state laws in regard to the length of quarantine in some 
diseases, most important being scarlet fcA^er, the period 
whicb is noAv tAventy-one days, this having caused alarm 
in some cases Avhere early release Avas noted by persons 
not being familiar with the ncAV laAvs. 

I have consulted the district health officer at various 
times and he has visited the source of several complaints 
witli me and gave instructions at to Avhat should be done. 
The most common of these complaints Avhich AA^ere in doubt 
were caused by the discomforts residents caused by keep¬ 
ing livestock and preparing land for cultivation near 
thickly settled areas Avhich I found in most cases this 
office could not correct. 
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In closing I wish to thank the Municipal Officers and 
general public, also Dr. Sapiro and Dr. John L. Pepper, 
District Health Officer, for assistance in conducting thLs 
office during the past year.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

The report on the Scarborough Public Schools last year 
was an enjoyable task; it dealt almost entirely with the 
purposes of the educational program, the most important 
feature in the mind of any school superintendent. The re¬ 
port this year is not so pleasant a task. However, I hope 
that it will be possible for me to get our citizens seriously 
thinking concerning a few of the vital needs of our 
schools. 

OUR SCHOOLS NEED iMORE FINANCIAL SUPPORT 

A year ago, the report stated, “Our needs have been 
met reasonably adequately on an absolute minimum basis. 
But we cannot hope to continue on that basis indefinitely.” 

Scarborough has recovered in prosperity considerably 
from the low point in 1933. The number of new homes, 
and homes being remodelled, is one of many evidences 
that we are now seeing better times. 

Even during the worst part of the depression up to the 
present time, the town officials have taken advantage of 
every opportunity to build up a first-class road system. A 
good road system is a vital necessity in the development 
of a good school system. 

At a time like this, the town naturally turns to com¬ 
munity improvements. Movements like the Scarborough 
Fire Company Association indicate that Scarborough has 
a real community spirit and is looking for the best . 
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Realizing what this means to a town, it is a time for 
reviewing the situation in our schools. It has been evident 
during the past few years that our educational system has 
not been able to meet many of the educational standards 
maintained by surrounding towns. 

This was not due to lack of loyalty or conscientiousness 
of our teachers. Rather the loss would have been worse if 
their loyalty had not offset financial handicaps. But we 
have to admit, as we looked around this year, that Scar* 
borough schools no longer hold their enviable position 
among the schools of surrounding towns. 

Why? The old reason. In the long run—and this has 
been a pretty long run—a town gets in its educational 
program, as in everything else, about what it is willing to 
pay for. 

The other towns, less able in terms of tax assessments, 
have been willing to support their schools more adequately 
and at greater sacrifice than Scarborough. 

What are the facts? According to the report of the 
State Department of Education issued in January. 1937, 
Scarborough in 1936 had a tax rate of forty mills. In 
Cumberland County there are twenty-six towns. Of these 
only three (Cumberland, Falmouth and Westbrook) had 
a lower tax rate (38 mills in two and 39 mills in one) and 
only one town (Cape Elizabeth) had the same rate as 
Scarborough. Tims of the twenty-six towns, twenty-one 
had a higher tax rate than Scarborough. Even the four 
towns, on a comparative basis, spent more—on a tax rate 
ba.sis—on schools than Scarborough. In fact, compared 
on the basis of the tax rate for schools, of the twenty-six 
towns, only two (Otisfield and Raymond) Avere spendiiig 
less than Scarborough. These are the reasons Scarborough 
schools are not kee])ing pace witii tho.se around us. 

That our situation did not become worse during the 
year just closing has been due to the extra appropriation 
of $2,000 00 voted at the la.st town meeting. This met 
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some very dilficult needs. It made possible the necessary 
relaying of the floor of the high school gymnasium; the in¬ 
crease in capacity of the Libby School; purchase of badly 
needed books and equipment; and small increases in 
teachers’ salaries—still lower than in surrounding towns. 

HELP THROUGH STATE SUBSIDIES 

To tlie extent that we have classes or activities which 
entitle us to state aid, those activities have been so ar¬ 
ranged and maintained as to make them eligible for 
financial subsidies by the state and national governments. 

A kindergarten subsidy which we do not now receive, 
will be made available if a change in the sub-primary 
class at the Oak Hill school recommended later in this 
report, is made possible. It is hoped that sometime we 
may also establish a program of physical education for 
which state aid is available. 

Scarborough should support the program for greater 
state aid to towns outlined in the report of the Maine 
Public School Finance Commission. We now receive 
$5,368 00 in state and nation subsidies; under the pro¬ 
posed equalization measure, we would receive $10,200 00. 
The proposed law allows substantial subsidies for trans¬ 
portation. a problem which in the near future will have 
to be given careful consideration. 

PUPIL INCREASE CAUSES FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 

The growth in our school population indicates that 
Scarborough is growing and attracting new residents. 
The following table shows the growth over ten years. To 
provide a basis for consideration of a pressing problem 
later in this report, it also estimates the growth of the 
Oak Hill School in the next two years. The figures used 
are the average daily attendance for the term starting in 
September of each year. The actual number belonging— 
the number for which school facilities must actually be 
made—is slightly higher as the attendance is cut down 
by the absences in each class or school.

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Three facts are demonstrated by this table. 

1. In ten years our high school has grown from 78 to 
324, an increase of 59%. In other worc^s the number in the 
high school today would comfortably fill the Oak Hill 
school leaving no room for the lower grades. Your fore¬ 
sight in erecting the new building in 1926 is more than 
justified. 

2. Although many parents are now sending their seventh 
and eighth grade children to Oak Hill to obtain the bene¬ 
fits of a graded school, those outlying schools have in gen¬ 
eral still shown an increase. Only one, Black Point is 
lower than in 1927. Thus, if the sending of these upper 
grade pupils had not provided some relief, several of our 
rural schools would now be too large for effective work. 
As a matter of fact, if you believe as I do that a rural 
school covering all grades should not be more than thirty 
pupils, some of our rural schools are now too large. 

3 . The growth of Oak Hill school is alarming. 

OAK HILL SCHOOL OUTGROWN 

In ten years this school has grown from 92 pupils to 
149. It is anticipated that by next September it will be 
over 170 and by 1938 will be over 180. 

Meeting this situation as it developed, in September, 
1934, we opened another, a fourth room. Thus all rooms 
are now used. But we now have a class composed of the 
second, third and fourth grades, of 50 pupils. Clearly this 
is not fair to these pupils. We are meeting it as best we 
can. Because the sub-primary children come only in the 
morning, the second grade pupils are transferred to the 
first grade room in the afternoon, thus helping their in¬ 
struction some. But this situation should not be allowed 
to exist a minute after it can be corrected. 

It is recommended that another location be found for 
the sub-primary pupils, the best possibility now being 
studied being the town hall. With this change we would 
then have in the four rooms, groups of 25, 37, 32, and 40. 
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You will also note that in the seventh and eighth grade 
room we now have a group of 40 pupils. This is really too 
large for a room covering two grades but there seems no 
relief at this time.♦But next September, we will have 52 
pupils in that room, and that is an impossible situation. 
To meet this it is proposed that a sufficient number of 
eighth grade pupils, to relieve the room, be lioused in the 
high school. This is now being studied. 

Thus for immediate relief, two additional teachers and 
a room in the towii hall for the sub-primary class, and an- 
otlier in the high school for the eighth grade must be found 
by September. 

But this is only temporary relief. In a very short time, 
further growth of Oak Hill and the need for additional 
housing for the resulting expansion in the high school, 
must be met. Definite action should be taken in tlie very 
near future. 

The most natural thought is to build a four-room addi¬ 
tion to the present Oak Hill school. The building lends 
itself to this as a four-room addition, practically another 
building equal to the present, could be added to the preS' 
ent building on the rear. This, of course, is the cheapest 
solution of the problem. 

This leads to some serious thinking. It must be remem¬ 
bered that the present Oak Hill building is of wood con¬ 
struction. Its heating plant is in the basement, not sepa¬ 
rated from the building. Fire and panic hazards exist 
which would not be tolerated today in a new building. 

In any future building program we should recognize 
that these hazards do exist and if we have to provide more 
rooms we should be careful that we do not increase— 
rather we should decrease such hazards. 

I believe that many of 3 'ou also realize tliat the building, 
while well constructed, is not adapted to a modern educa¬ 
tional program. Remarks by some of you as you have 
visited the school for various events indicate this. The 
building was built in 1905. Such was the foresight of the 
Scarborough people at that time that it was in some ways 
ahead of its time in meeting the educational program of 
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that day. Thus as improvements in methods of instruc¬ 
tion were discovered, it was possible for many years to 
carry them out even in this building. Not so, today. The 
best type of education is no longer possible in this build¬ 
ing. This has been the more unfortunate when parents 
Mnn all parts of the town have been sending their seventh 
and eighth grade children to tliis center for the graded 
program. Of course the program we could give these 
eliilclren has been much better than they could obtain in 
a rural school but because of building handicaps it has 
not been as good as they were entitled to. 

How is the present building inadequate for a modern 
educational program? In tlie first place, today’s program 
requires more space in the classroom for various types of 
activities. Our rooms are so crowded that only a straight 
academic ]>rogram is possible. ]\Ioreovcr any school of 
this size should have a small auditorium for school as¬ 
semblies and a gymnasium for pliysical education. These 
may be tlie same room, 

May I emphasize—and pay tribute where it is due—that 
it is only becaii.se of the devotion, ingenuit}’, and thought¬ 
ful elTorts of our excellent teaching staff in meeting tliese 
building handicaps that our scliool program has not been 
more injured. 

Thus, while we are considering how additional rooms 
can be provided, and when we are considering the possi¬ 
bility of adding to the present Oak Hill building, we should 
take into account, that the building is of wood construc¬ 
tion without any ventilating system or at all adeauate 
toilet facilities; that the heating plant is directly under a 
wood door; that the one stairway in the building is un¬ 
protected from fire hazards; and that the building is not 
adequate for a modern educational program. 

It may well be that all Scarborough can afford is to add 
rooms to tlie present building—the cheapest solution of 
the problem. I realize how the town has to count the cost 
in all its town activities. But if we reach the final con¬ 
clusion that this is true, let’s also accept the fact that the 
town will then have only a partially satisfactory educa¬ 
tional program—not up to present day demands, to say 
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nothing of looking forward as the earlier residents did 
when they planned and built the present building in 1905. 

Having thus indicated why it is undesirable to merely 
expand the present building, you may well ask, “What 
would you do?” I realize that the answer means more 
monej’ and for that reason advance it somewhat reluc- 
tantly. 

Trying to not merely meet present needs, both as to 
number of pupils and the type of learning we provide 
those pupils, but also to project into the years ahead, this 
would be my proposal. Either on the present site—or on 
a new site at or near Oak Hill—a new brick, semi-fire¬ 
proof school building laid out to provide for a modern 
program, should be erected and ready for use not later 
than the fall of 1939. It should provide about ten rooms 
and a small auditorium-gymnasium. It should be so 
planned and constructed that, as tlie pressure comes on 
the high school, the ninth grade might be transferred to 
this new building and a junior high school unit organized 
in the same plant with the six grade elementary school. 
While this would be considerably more expensive than a 
four-room wooden addition, it need not be extravagant. 
Simple in design and construction looking forward to the 
future pressures in the high school, I am not sure that it 
would cost such a lot more than the construction of addi¬ 
tions to Oak Hill building not later than the fall of 1939, 
and later to the high school which I see ahead. 

There are many details for such a new building, adding 
no expense and in some cases keeping expense down, which 
I might mention. But I realize that thei’e may not be 
enough interest in meeting future educational needs to 
provide this more adequate solution to our problem. 

However, whatever the final form, our citizens are 
urged to realize that the present very temporary ad¬ 
justments—the eighth grade in the high school and the 
sub-primary class in the town hall—will probably not 
meet the problem beyond June, 1938, and some additional 
housing must be ready by September, 1938, or at the latest, 
September, 1939. 
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HEALTH PROGRAM 

Recent developments emphasize the need for a full or 
at least part time nurse in the Scarborough schools. I re¬ 
fer, of course, to the number of cases of scarlet fever 
wliich closed the schools. 

Our school health program was interrupted during the 
past year by the death of Dr. Wentworth, whose splendid 
civic services are greatly missed. So far as possible, the 
health examinations were completed through the employ¬ 
ment of a temporary school physician. During this school 
year, these examinations have been carried on by our 
new school physician, Dr. Sapiro, without the aid of a 
nurse. 

With a school nurse, it will be possible for us to have 
an adequate school health program that will provide for 
three phases: first aid in case of accident or illness; dis¬ 
covery and protection from contagious diseases; and 
health examinations and education. 

The nurse would definitely function in each of the three 
necessary phases. Of course the first aid in minor cases is 
always handled by the teacher. This is true of any school 
system. But a teacher who has been instructed by a school 
nurse, and who knows that the nurse can be called if the 
case seems serious, can handle such situations with more 
efficiency and assurance and with less possibility of fur¬ 
ther complications. As to contagion, whenever a situation 
develops like that in recent weeks, the nurse would be 
available to give full time to the situation. And in the 
broader program of health examination and education, 
the work of the nurse in laying out the program and as¬ 
sisting the doctor would make his work more satisfactory, 
and by following up the results of the examinations with 
the parents, more corrective work would be accomplished. 
Of course in all of this work, the nurse would be under the 
direction of the doctor and with his expert guidance and 
her full time attention to the problem, real, permanent 
progress would result. 
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The last few weeks have also emphasized another rea' 
son for a full time scliool nurse. The reason we all got 
nervous when the scarlet fever began to appear was that 
we knew there was no one to give full attention to dis¬ 
covery and protection The work of Dr. Sapiro was most 
satisfactory but the very situation which calls for full 
time attention to the school situation makes additional de¬ 
mands, both in private practice and in public health work 
on the pliysician. In other words if we had had tiie as¬ 
surance that a nurse was watching the school where our 
children were attending, we would not have reached a 
state of mind which called for the closing of schools. 
Rather we would have expected, and there would have 
been provided special full time of the nurse to the situa¬ 
tion and the children would have remained in school un¬ 
der special medical supervision rather than released per¬ 
haps to pick up the germ in play. 

I hope that in some way funds may be provided that 
will enable our town to have a full time nurse. 

This year, as always, we have had reason in many ways 
to be grateful for the interest of citizens in the schools. 
Perhaps the most notable was the presentation of a dag 
to each elementary school by the Lucien Jjibby Post. Am¬ 
erican Legion. 

Our thanks, not only for the dags, but for the willing¬ 
ness of the Legion members to take the time to visit the 
schools and their interest as indicated by tiieir conver¬ 
sation during such visit. 'If democracy is to prevail, it 
must have the foundation of efficient public schools and 
every where the American Legion is recognized as a friend 
of education and youth. 

At tills time, I wish to express appreciation to tlie 
Board of Education, teaciiiiig staff, town officials, civic or¬ 
ganizations and interested citizens for their synipathetic 
support and co-operation through the year.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 

To Superint€7tde7it F. H. B. Heald: 

I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report as prin¬ 
cipal of Scarborough High School. 

Seventy-five boys and sixty-five girls have registered 
during the present school year. The class enrollments are 
as follows: Post-graduates, two; Seniors, twenty-five; 
Juniors’, twenty-six; Sophomores, forty-four: Freshmen, 
forty-three. 

The standard of work and accomplishment in all depart¬ 
ments of our system as well as the enthusiasm, harmony 
and co-operative spirit on the part of both students and 
teachers has been fully up to our standards of past years. 

Scholastic honors for the Senior class have been won by 
Irene Breil who has been named valedictorian with the 
fine average of 94.7 per cent and by Arlene Winslow who 
will be salutatorian by virtue of an S5.8 per cent average. 

Scarborough High School is on the approved list of the 
New England College Entrance Certificate Board which 
permits our qualified graduates to enter college without 
the formality of examination. This privilege will un¬ 
doubtedly be extended for another period of years due 
to the splendid averages which our graduates are making 
in their college work. 

Our libraiy of approximately one thousand volumes 
has been moved from the main study room to the so-called 
‘‘club-room.” Here an opportunity is offered for students 
to spend some time each day under teacher or student 
council supervision. The most noteworthy addition to our 
library has been a five-volume bound collection of Scar¬ 
borough town reports for the years 1868 to 1936 inclu¬ 
sive. I have solicited these reports from various indivi¬ 
duals, Mrs. Gustav Johnson, alone, contributing copies 
from 1868 to 1890. The grateful appreciation of the facul¬ 
ty and student body is extended to the Literature Dis¬ 
tribution Committee of the Christian Science Church of 
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Portland for their gift of a year's subscription to the daily 
newspaper, “The Christian Science Monitor," to Mr. 
Arthur Woodward who has presented a twelve-volume 
collection of Burton Holmes’ “Travelogues," to Miss 
Marion Jordan for her gift of two rare Michel Angelo 
reproductions which adorn the library walls, and to those 
who have helped me to complete the collection of old town 
reports. 

For the fifth successive year, our school won the Triple 
C Triangular Public Speaking Contest at Cape, Elizabeth, 
and one of our speakers, Margaret Richardson, later won 
first prize in the Triple C County Contest at Yarmouth and 
an alternate's position in the Spear State of Maine Re¬ 
gional Contest at Biddeford. 

A portable 16-mm moving picture projector has been 
purchased for school use by the teachers of the Horae Eco* 
noraics and Manual Training departments. 

Ill conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and 
the members of the Board of Education for their support 
in the administration of my duties.

Warrant For Town Meeting 
March 1, 1937 


To William G. Shennan, a Constable in the Tozvn ol Sca^- 
borough, in the County of Cumberland, Greetinxs: 

In the name of tlie State of Blaine, you arc hereby re 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town ot* 
Scarborough, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to 
meet at the Town Hall in said town on the first (1st) 
day of IMarch, A,D., 1037, at ten (10) o’clock in the fore 
noon, to act upon the following articles: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Article 2. To choose a Town Clerk. 

Article 3. To sec if the town will vote to use the check 
list at this meeting. 

Article 4. To see whether the town will vote to elect 
one (1) or three (3) Road Commissioners for the ensuing 
year. 

Article 5. To clioose Town Officers as follows: One (1) 
Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor from the 
first (1st) parish for a term of three (3) years; Town 
Treasurer for the term of one (1) year; Tax Collector for 
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the term of one (1) year; One (1) member of the School 
Board from the first (1st) parish for a term of three (3) 
years; One (1) or three (3) Road Commissioners and other 
Town Officers for the term of one (1) year. 


Article b. To sec if the town will vote to accept and 
adopt the reports of the several town officers. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of poor for 
the ensuing year. 

Article 8. To see if tlie town will grant and raise 
money necessary for the following: Free High School, 
Common Schools, Schoolhouse Repairs, and all other nec¬ 
essary .scliool expenses for tiie ensuing year. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
School Board to receive bids for furnishing fuel for the 
schools. 


Article 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to be expended for memorial purposes. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap¬ 
propriate money necessary for the following: Electric 
Street Lights, Rental of Hydrants, Collecting Garbage 
and Rubbish at Higgins Beach, Officers’ Salaries, Interest 
Charges, Contingency and to defray otlier Town Charges. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the regular repairs of roads and bridges. 

Article 13. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for winter roads for the 
ensuing year. 
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Article 14. To see what sura of money the town will 
vote to raise for the maintenance of Third Class Roads. 

Article 15. To see what sura of money the town will 
vote to raise for maintenance of the road from Harmon’s 
Corner to Fronts Neck. 

Article 16. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for maintenance of King Street and Back 
Street at Pine Point. 

Article 17. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for repairs on Seavey Landing Road. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the town will 
appropriate for State Aid road construction (in addition 
to the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high¬ 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930 or tmder the provi¬ 
sions of Section 3, Chapter 173, Public Laws of 1935. 

Article 19. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 
of money for transportation of scholars from the Northly 
Section of Scarborough to the High School and Grammar 
School at Oak Hill. On petition. 

Article 20. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the maintenance of State and State Aid 
Roads.
